YORK, May 17.—A special dis- 
patch from Buffalo, N, Y., says the cigar 
makers seem to be leading the attack of 
the trades unions on the Knights of La- 
bor, aci at the conference, which begins 
in Philadelphia on the 18th inst., a gen- 
eral plan will be mapped out to be acted 
on at the approaching meeting in Cleve- 
land. 
A. Strasser, president of the« 
Cigarmakers International union, has 
written an editorial for the May number 
of the cigarmakers official journal, from 
which the following extracts are taken: 


"The Journal of United Labor, 
of 
last month, the official organ of the 
Knights of Labor, contains an article re- 
lating to a general scale of prices for 
cigar making adopted by the Knights of 
Labor. 
In looking over the scale of 
prices we notice that the Knights of La- 
bor are satisfied to work from 20 to 50 
per cent, below the current prices en- 
forced by the local unions under the jur- 
isdiction of Ibelnternaticnal Union. The 
attempt to cut down the w iges of cigar 
makers under cover of labor reform, 
we feel constrained to denounce as a 
piece of scab business of the lowest order.

* We do not consider it out of 
place to give the names and occupations 
of the men who have assumed control 
over the cigar trade, so that we may 
convince the cigar makers of the arro- 
gance of these interlopers, who have not 
the [slightest knowledge of the cigar 
trade.

A "RUSSIAN mujik," one of nineteen 
who were taken to Pasteur's laboratory 
March 15, for inoculation against the 
development of hydrophobia, died of 
that disease, or from the effect of the 
inoculations, on the seventh day of the 
treatment. 
The rest are reported as 
doing well. 
AJl the patients had been 
bitten by mad wolves. 
The great dif- 
ficulty in arriving at any conclusion in 
reference to the results of any kind of 
treatment of such cases is that of one 
hundred persons bitten by hydrophobic 
animals only a small portion are liable 
to have the disease anyway; and if the 
disease should fail to develop in any of 
the remaining eighteen Russians now 
in Pasteur's laboratory, it would prove 
nothing for that method of treatment, 
for it is quite possible that of nineteen 
persons bitten only one should have 
the hydrophobia under any circum- 
stances. 
Pasteur's experiments thus 
far have only proved that his "pre- 
ventive inoculations" can fftil, not that 
they can evw save. 


FBED FAUL, a California sheep owner, 
found a coyote's den, and in it seven 
very strong coyotes. 
His shepherd dog 
Flora, who had recently given birth to 
•even puppies, four of which had been 
kiUed, was with him, and she at onoe 
showed great interest in the young 
ooyotes, licking and fondling them, and 
at length lying down and sucking them. 
The little fellows were carried to the 
house, Flora showing great solicitude 
meanwhile. 
They were put in a box 
and a bed of straw, and their foster 
mother, abandoning her own offspring, 
who are being brought up on a bottle, 
is giving much time and sustenance to 
the little puppies of the prairie. 


THE contest over the will of Gusta- 
vus Nicholson, a Baltimore banker, who 
died last year, has developed the fact that 
the old man was a great lover of cats. 
He kept a regular free boarding house 
or asylum for cats. 
He had over a 
dozen of his own tabbies, and these 
were permitted to invite their friends, 
so that hosts of the feline species were 
entertained at the banker's home. 
He 
took eats to bed with him, and some- 
times a matronly cat would provide a 
nest in his comfortable feather bed, and 
there a litter of kittens would be born 
and raised. 
The old gentleman always 
had several cats sleeping with him. 
The servants testified that at one time 
he had six Maltese cats living in his 
room; these were the favored ones. Six 
commoner cats were kept down in the 
kitchen. He loved his cats, and grieved 
when any died. 


E . P. MITCHELL, of the New York 
Sun, made a very clever speech at the 
last meeting of the Clover Club.

ton-heads. 
Then he went to see the 
President, and for the first time sus- 
l)octed he was an old hypocrite. 
He 
went back to his office, quarreled with 
the clerks, kicked the office-boy, and 
swore for the first time in twenty years. 
He was finally advised by a clergyman 
to return to his habit and his former 
good-nature, and followed the advice.

Delaware thrown in for good measure. 
Two-sevenths of all wheat and one-half 
of all flour exported from the United 
States in 1884 were shipped from Chi- 
cago. 
Naturally enough, the grain 
iquotations made in (^hicago are virtual- 
ly the quotations or the world. 
Two 
hundred thousand cars of grain arrived 
in Chicago last year—equal, with their 
engines, to a solid train 1,325 miles 
long. 
Next to her grain business, Chi- 
cago is famous for her 
slaughter- 
houses. 
As a sticker of pigs and killer 
of beeves she leads the world. 
In this 
kind of bloodshed she has no rival. 
More than 4,000,000 hogs and 1,000,000 
beeves meet their fate here every year. 
Annually Chicago ships to the hungry 
of this country and the Old World 
something like 125,000,000 pounds of 
fresh beef, 40,000,000 of salt beef, 
50,000,000 of pork, 360,000,000 of bacon 
and hams, and 250,000,000 of lard. 
What would the world's hungry do

One of the most intelligent inmates 
of the West Philadelphia Home, who 
came into the world blind, says that, 
although he has read a great deal, he 
never dreams of the things he has read 
about, and never dreams of anything 
or persons with which he has not in 
some way come in personal contact. 
He dreams of music, of the voices of 
persons he knows, of such incidents as 
might happen at the Home, or some 
place in which he has actually been, 
never of incidents in other places or in 
other lands. 
Of a landscape, a picture, 
a tree or a human being he never 
dreams. 
Even although he has read 
descriptions of localities, of natural 
beauties, of the appearance of a street 
or a city, no idea of what they look like 
is formed in his mind, and none comes 
to him in the fancies of his sleep. There 
is a class of blind people whose sleeping 
impressions are of especial interest— 
that class of unfortunate people who 
become blind when quite young, at a 
period when external objects, and the 
outward world generally, had just be- 
gun to make an impression upon them. 
Such blind people sometimes, but not 
always, dream that they can see ; but in 
their vision they see things with the 
eyes of childhood, and they 
never 
dream of any scene or object except 
those which, like a dim recollection, 
have remained in the memory from 
what they actually saw before they be- 
came blind. A blind man who was 
stricken at the age of 5 years and never 
visited the country, dreams of seeing 
city streets, city houses, or city parks, 
but never of country scenery.

The systematic collec- 
tion of news is a thing of late date. I 
know well the first man who made a 
local column in a Rochester newspaper, 
' and I have talked with the first regular 
! reporter on a New York daily. 
Before 
! 1835 there was no attempt at gathering 
and narrating each day or week the 
events which had happened. 
Visitors 
occasionally brought in something, and 
societies fre:|uently instructed their 
secretaries to see to the publication of 
their doings. 
A very remarkable affair 
called out a brief account from the ed- 
itor. 
Country newspapers were then 
mainly filled up with scissorings from 
Albany, New York, or Boston dailies. 
Little else was inserted, except some 
political writing when an election was 
about to take place. 


It was, however, in such places, and 
on journals no better conducted, that 
Simon Cameron and Thurlow Weed 
igained their unequaled knowledge of 
men; that Horace Greeley became an 
encylopaedia of political and contempo- 
rary historical facts; and that Lewis D. 
Campbell learned the trade of politics 
BO that he became the best political de- 
bater, not orator, that Ohio has seen. 


The printing oflBces in the days be- 
fore the war were recruited by the best 
young men in the neighborhood. The 
doctor's son, the lawyer's nephew, the 
clergyman's ward, began to learn the 
greatest of all arts without losing their 
social condition or their chances of 
bettering themselves afterward. There 
was still an apprenticeship system, and 
the boys lived with their employers—a 
custom fast going into disfavor. There 
were accomplished women and amiable 
girls in these houses, and not unfre> 
quently guests of distinction. I can 
recollect seeing at these kindly abodes 
men whose names are known all over 
the world. 
It was as a printer's boy 
that Garrison first began that crusade 
against slavery which shook off the 
shackles from the three millions of 
slaves of this country, and it was in 
humble offices that William D. Howells 
and Bret Harte learned that command 
of language and that knowledge of 
human motives and actions that place 
them foremost among the writers of 
the present day. 


A 
WONDERFUL 
CLOCK. 


A clock-manufacturing firm in Cal- 
cutta, India, have lately completed a 
very ingenious time-piece in the shape 
of an eight-day clock, which strikes the 
hours on a large, full-toned gong and 
chimes the quarters on eight bells. In 
connection with the clock there is a 
perpetual calendar which gives the cor- 
rect days of all the various months, 
including the twenty-nine days of Feb- 
ruary in the leap-year. 


There is also a military procession 
worked by the clock, representing vari- 
ous branches of the British army, con- 
sisting of artillery, cavalry, and infan- 
try, and the staff in review order. 
There is also a sentry on duty who 
salutes a drummer, who beats the drum, 
%nd a bugler who raises bis bugle to 
his mouth every few minutes. 
All of 
Ihese figures are arranged at the top 
of the dial. 


There is also a musical instrument, 
which plays while the procession ia 
tnarching in review. 


Near the bottom of the clock is 
placed a military band which is con- 
cealed by a curtain, and which is raised 
every hour when the music is playing 
and procession moving, and falls again 
immediately after the clock has struck, 
and remains down unt.l the next hour. 


The case, made of ebonized mahog- 
any, is about six feet high, three feet 
six inches wide, and two feet six inches 
deep, highly ornamented with brass 
trimmings. 
The circles on the dial to 
show minutes, 
hours, days of the 
month, etc., are engraved and silvered. 
The center and sides of the dial are 
richly enameled. At the sides of the 
case are massive brass and ornamental 
handles and ornamental fret-work.

.Campbell learned tho trade of politii 


JBO that he became the bestpolitieal d 
bater, not orator, that Ohio has seen. 


The printing offices in the days be- 


fore the war were recruited by the best 
young men in the neighborhood. Tho 
doctor's son, the lawyer's nephew, tho 
clergyman's ward, began to learn the 
greatest of all arts without losing their 
social condition or their chances 
bettering themselves afterward. There 
was still an apprenticeship system, and 
the boys lived with their employers—a 
custom fast going into disfavor. There 
were accomplished women, and amiabli 
girls in these houses, and not unfre- 
quently guests of distinction. I can 
recollect seeing at these kindly abode? 
men whose names are known all over 
the world. It was as a printer's boy 
that Garrison first began that crusade

A WOtTDKRFUT, 
CKOCK, 


A clock-manufacturing firm in Cal- 


cutta, India, have lately completed a 
very ingenious time-piece in the shape 
of an eight-day clock, which strikes the 
hours on a large, full-toned gong and 
chimes the quarters on eight bells, la 
connection with the clock there is a 
perpetual calendar which gives the cor- 
rect days of all the various months, 
including the twenty-nine days of Feb- 
ruary in the leap-year. 


There is also a military procession 


worked by the clock, representing vari- 
ous branches of the British army, con- 
sisting of artillery, cavalry, and infan- 
cy, and tho staff in review order. 
There is also a sentry on duty who 
julutes a drummer, who beats the drum, 
>nd a bugler who raises his bugle to 
his month every few minutes. 
All of 


iheao figures are arranged at the top 
of tho dial. 


There is also a musical instrument, 


which plays while the procession u 
marching in review. • 


Near the bottom of the clock is 


placed a military band which is con- 
cealed by a curtain, and which is raised 
every hour when the musio is playing 
and procession moving, and falls again 
immediately after the clock has struck, 
and remains down unt.l the neit hour. 


Tho case, made of ebonized mahog- 


any, is about six feet high, throe feet 
six inches wide, and two feet sii inches 
deep, highly ornamented with brass 
;rimmings. The circles .on tho dial to 
sh o w minutes, hours, days of the 
month, etc., are engraved and silvered. 
The center and sides of the dial are 
richly enameled. At the sides of the 
pose aro mfiasive brass and ornamental 
landlos and ornamental fret-work.
